New Revenue, 
Traffic Records 
Made by CNR. 


OTTAWA, March 21, — (CP) — 
Canadian National Railways set 
new records in traffic and rev- 
enue in 1943, Transport Minister 
Michaud reported to the Com- 
mons today. 

Passenger traffic last year was 
four times that of 1929, and freight 
traffic more than double that of the 
last peacetime year, it was shown 
in the annual report of R. C. 
Vaughan, chairman and president 
of the railway, tabled by Mr. Mi- 
chaud. 

Gross revenues for 1943 reached 
a record total of $440,615.955, an in- 
crease of $64,961,412 over 1942. After 
payment of operating expenses, the 
net operating revenue was $116,140,- 
286, an increase of $29,484,418 over 
1942, and also a new high. 

From net operating revenues and 
other income there was provided 
$30,998,196 for interest on funded 
debt held by the public, $18,664,848 
for interest on loans from the Do- 
minion government, $8,390,678 for 
taxes and $19,069,000 for the crea- 
tion of a pension reserve. After 
these and other provision the cash

STOCKHOLM, March 21.— 
(AP)—The Finnish govern- 
ment announced today that it 
had rejected Soviet Russia’s 
conditions for an Armistice 
but declared that it still was 
trying to establish peace be- 
tween the two countries, 

“Although the Finnish govern- 
ment still aspires seriously for 
the establishment of peaceful re- 
lations it cannot accept in ad- 
vance these terms,” said a com- 
munique. 

It appeared from this that unless 
Russia consents to modify her or- 
iginal armistice proposals the Finns 
are definitely committed to con-| 
tinuing in the war, 

BASIS OF REJECTION 

Finnish political quarters said 
the cabinet and parliament had 
based their rejection of the Soviet 
answer which Mos- 
cow gave Finland on March 10, 
at which time the Russians were 
declared to have repeated their or- 
iginal demands in ultimatum form. 

“To avoid any possible mistake 
these terms were presented to the 
Finnish parliament in their harshest 
meaning,” these quarters said. 

The communique described the 
terms which the Finnish peace 
envoy, Juho Kosti Paasikivi, ob- 
tained through the Soviet em- 
bassy in Stockholm as “hard” and 
entirely unacceptable, 

Nevertheless it said, the govern- 


ment took the matter up with par- 
liament and received a vote of 105 
to 80 authorizing it to pursue the 
negotiations,

OTTAWA, March 21.—(CP)— 
The house of commons last night 
gave first reading to a bill to 
authorize the government to 
borrow up to $1,000,000,000 dur- 
ing the coming fiscal year, 

The bill is the annual measure 
authorizing loans for ordinary gov- 
ernmental purposes, for redeeming 
existing loans and for public works 
and general purposes. 

Douglas Abbott, parliamentary 
assistant to Finance Minister 
Ilsley, said the bill gave borrow- 
ing power in the same manner as 
a bill passed in 1942. Only $92,413,- 
000 remained available under the 
borrowings made with the author- 
ity of that measure, and obligations 
maturing or callable to Dec. 31, 
1944, totalled more than $1,000,- 
000,000.

Shortage of Doctors 


Still another device to ease the shortage 
of medical doctors in Canada is put for- 
ward in the suggestion that some medical 
officers now overseas might be returned to 
this country to relieve conditions in some 
rural districts, 

It is hard to believe that anyone would 
care to jeopardize the health of our fight- 
ing men by any such withdrawal, no mat- 
ter how great the urgency may be here at 
home, 

The proposal is made even more dis- 
tasteful by the realization that drastic 
steps have not yet been taken in Canada 
to rationally save the time and ease the 
burdens on the doctors who are available. 

For instance, it is known that diagnosis 
consumes the major part of the general 
practitioner's time. 

What is more sensible, then, than that 
the government should immediately estab- 
lish a chain of free diagnostic clinics 
throughout the Dominion so that the larg- 
est number of patients could be handled 
most efficiently by the fewest number of 
examining doctors? 

With diagnoses quickly and expertly 
made, the doctors who are available could 
treat twice or three times as many patients 
as they are treating now.

The Subs Go Down 


Admiral Doenetz has six fewer sub- 
marines than he supposed he had. The in- 
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formation was tendered by the British 
authorities when four out of five sloops 
which disposed of the U-boats returned 
safely to port. British losses were one 
escort ship; no men, killed, wounded or 
missing. Enemy losses six submarines; 300 
men, of whom 51 are prisoners of war. 
None of the merchant ships in the convoys 
was damaged or sunk. 

Whoever did it was apparently correct 
when he predicted several weeks ago that 
the Nazi under-water craft would be sent 
out in force during the spring months—as 
was done a year ago. Evidently also, the 
men on the escort ships took this forecast 
seriously and prepared to give the return- 
ing subs a hot reception. The record of 
sinkings made by this flotilla stands by 
itself and will go down as one of the re- 
markable naval events of this war. 

Six submarines will hardly be missed 
out of a fleet supposed to be 300 strong. 
But the effect upon the minds of the men 
who are sent out in these death traps must 
be serious, A tradition is being built up that 
attacks on Allied convoys are as dangerous 
to those who make them as to the intended 
victims. The record of several recent 
months shows that the odds are really 
against the attackers, for no Allied mer- 
chant ship has been sunk by enemy action 
in the Atlantic for eleven weeks. 

German sailors are brave men but they 
are not fools. They know that drowning or 
suffocating in a sunken submarine is not 
pleasant. They also know that the sea 
lanes are the danger spots for submarines. 


All told, 8,000 tons of bombs were drop- 
ped on Axis Europe in 36 hours ending 
Friday morning. Still more significant, 
that may no longer be a record by the time 
this gets into print.

| “Unconditional Surrender” Has Complicated Meaning © 


Political Post-War Aims,

Although Pacifism is no answer 
to the horrors and destruction of 
war, the absence of a positive peace 
policy is deeply troubling, Those 
who ask for it are told, “First we 
must get on with winning the war”

In the case of Finland, both 
Russia and the western world are

On Feb. 1, 1944, Canadian wheat 
supplies for export or carryover 
amounted to 585,000 bushels, Dur- 
ing the present crop year, Cana- 
dian wheat has been moving in 
export at monthly rates double 
those of 1942-3. Beef in storage in 
Canada was 39,000,000 pounds on 
March 1, double the quantity in 


stock a year previous, despite 
shipment of more than 11,000,000 
pounds to Britain. The federal 


meat board finds it programme of 
export to Britain handicapped by 
shortage of storage capacity. Cattle 
slaughtered in 1943 exceeded 
1,000,000 in number, Marketing of 
hogs has recently swamped the 
packing and storage capacity of 
the country, and on March 1, Can- 
adian stockpiles of pork amounted 
to 100,784,203 pounds. This was ear- 
marked for the British consumer, 
It was twice as much pork in stor- 
age a year before. 

Even mutton and lamb in star- 
age amounted to more than four 
times the 1943 stockpile on March 
}1. Stocks of frozen fish were 
23,382,000 pounds this month, com- 
pared with 18,079,000 in 1942. Stocks 
of creamery butter and cheese 
were up to average. The Canadian 
stockpile of dressed fowl was six 
times more than a year ago,

I once heard Mr. Shaw say, in 


his usual oracular manner, that no 
}one should object to paying taxes: 

He 
chas evidently changed his mind, 
or he may argue that his dictum 
has been taken literally, and that 
you can have too much of a good 
thing. He is now calling upon the 
government to abolish the surtax 
and the excess profits tax “root and 
branch”. There can be no doubt 
that the continuance of these ex- 
|} cessive taxes after the war would 
| put private enterprise into reverse, 
Mr. Shaw has lived long enough 
}to learn, not only from personal 
experience, but from current his- 
| tory, that you can’t have Socialism 
}and Democracy at one and the 
same time. He has seen that the 
first impulse of the socialists is to 
|injure those who profit by the cap- 
italist system, and, as he says, “to 
liquidate all its functionaries and 
replace them with congenial 
revolutionists.”. He warns against 
any attempt to repeat the Russian 
}experiment with its “terrible” re- 
}sults. “Nevertheless,” he says, “it 
seems quite probable that we shall 
repeat them all, and learn from 
experience, at an appalling cost, 
what we are incapable of learning 
from history.”

Power Commission, Provincial Bank Bills Before House

First Reading Is Given 
To Legislation Introduced 
By Premier, Solon E. Low 


Two bills, one to authorize the establishment of an Al- 
berta Power Commission, and prescribing its powers and 
duties, and a second which is to give authorization for 
formation of the Alberta Provincial Bank, were introduced 
into the Legislature Monday. They were given first reading.

tion was introduced by Premier 
Ernest Manning as minister of 
trade and industry, while Hon. 
Solon E, Low, provincial treas- 
urer, introd@ced the bank bill. 
Under terms of the power com- 
mission bill, the commission is to 
consist of “not more than three 
members,” appointed by the lieu- 
tenant-governor-in-council. One of 
these three members is to be com- 
mission chairman. Remuneration to 
be received by commission mem- 
bers is to be fixed by the gover- 
nor-in-council. 


MAKE INVESTIGATIONS 

When required to do so by the 
lieutenant-governor-in-council, the 
commission 1s to investigate water 
powers and water privileges in Al- 
berta, their value and capacity; ex- 
isting facilities for manufacture and | 
distribution of electrical or other 
power in the province; and other 
matters relating to power and its 
distribution in the province, as the 
governor-in-council may require 
from time to time. 

The commission, and any nom- 
inee of the commission, are to 
have all the powers authorized 
to be conferred upon a commis- 
sioner appointed under the Public 
Inquiries act. 

The commission may be author- 
ized to manufacture, sell, distribute 
and supply power; to develop and 
use any water power for the pur- 
poses of the act; to acquire by pur- 
chase the whole or any part of the 
property, assets and undertaking of 
any person, firm or corporation 
manufacturing or distributing 
power in Alberta, including shares 
held or owned by such corporation 
in any other corporation or corpora- 
tions with the same or similar ob- 
jects, and to acquire the whole or 
any part of the properties, assets 
and undertakings of such corpora- 
tions and to maintain and operate

Athlete Dies: 


42 Years Old) Elected Chairman | 


One of the most popular and 
outstanding athletes in Western 
Canada, and an original member 
of The Loyal Edmonton Regi- 
ment on its mobilization when war 
broke out, Sydney Hamilton died 
in a city hospital Tuesday morn- 
ing. He was 42 years old. 

He had entered hospital two 
weeks ago, and underwent an ab- 
dominal operation last week. 

While interested in all sports, his 
main activities were centred in 
baseball, in which he achieved con- 
spicuous success. As a shortstop he 
played with the famous Red Sox, 
which under the leadership of R. 
A. Godson, won the Alberta champ- 
jonship several times, and at a 
period when the standard of base- 
ball was at its peak in this pro- 
vince, 

In addition to his service with 
the Red Sox, he played with other 
city clubs, always with distinction. 

To the fans he was known as 
a “good sport” and his colorful 
playing always evoked enthusiasm 
in the stands, 

He also starred as a soccer 
player, and as a member of the 
South Side team he figured prom- 
inently in many glittering contests. 

When war broke out on Sept. 3 
1939, he immediately volunteered 
and enlisted in The Loyal Edmon- 
ton Regiment. Later, however, he 
was discharged on account of being 
medically unfit, the ailment which 
caused his death showing signs of 
giving trouble even at that time. 


AN ACCOUNTANT 


In business he was an accountant, 
and had served with several prom- 
inent business concerns here and 
elsewhere in Alberta. 

Latterly he had been employed 
with the Coast Construction Com- 
pany. 

Born at Neepawa, Man., he came 
here when a child. He attended 
schools on the South Side, includ- 
ing Strathcona High school. 

He is survived by his father, W. 
M. Hamilton, of 8516 104 street, a 
retired business man; one brother, 
Perry Hamilton, in New York City, 
and one sister, Mrs. Ralph Cooper, 
of this city.

Nothing 
seems so unchildlike as a child who 
can’t sleep. 

But, today, there is so much 
tension and nervousness among 
parents that it seems to com- 
municate itself to children. | am 
impressed daily with the num- 
ber of letters having to do with 
sleepless children. 

Many of these children are living 
for the first time in the homes of 
jrelatives or grandparents. While 
we do not expect children to be the 
victims of war nerves, we do know 
that when a mother is upset, un- 
easy, unhappy, her treatment of her 
children is different. They do not 
know why, they only know they 
too, are tense anc nervous 
they fall into the habit of crying at 
bedtime, of waking in the 
and crying and of demanding 
sleep with the mother. 

Because we know that one of 
the primary causes of insecurity 
is the experience of being up- 
rooted, we should not be amazed 
that thes children, subjected to 
| new homes, “different beds and 
bedrooms, act in this insecure 
and nervous way. 

We know, too, that when a child 
begins such antics the parent 
hampered in her treatment of them 
by the new situation, She has to 
consider the feelings of her pro- 
tectors whose night's sleep cannot 
be ruined by the crying child. So 
she gives in to him, rocks him, 
takes him in her bed and thus 
|}shows him that he is master and 
she is slave. 

Just to be allowed to act as he 
pleases increases a child's un- 
easiness. He feels guarded and 
safe when his discipline is firm— 
though gentle and kind, It frightens 
him to get away with spoiled be- 


havior instead of being called to 
terms for it. 
The change in the emotional 


pattern must be made by the par- 
ent. She must act happy, confi- 
dent and contented, even if her 
program is a forced one. This 
helps the child to feel safe. 

She must talk of Daddy as if he 
would be home soon. She must ex- 
pect the child to accommodate 
himself to his new home, not make 
its occupants accommodate them- 
selves to him. 

When the mother makes the ef- 
|fort herself, she must avoid giving 
in to the child's unreasonable 
|whims. Let her run his life as 
nearly as possible in the usual 
| way: proper bed hours; his own bed 
when he wakens—not mother’s-bed; 
his usual diet. All of these give 
|him the assurance that all is well 
with him.
